POISON PROBE 


Budapest, Hungary, September 13. 

—The courts in the district of Szol- 
nok today ordered the exhumation of 
the bodies of al] infants who have died 
in that district for several years, after 
investigations by the authorities at 
Nagyrev confirmed that 50 adult 
sons and a greater number of children 
in arms had been poisoned by the aid 
of midwives. 

A public sensation created by the 
news has grown from hour to hour 
and has caused heated conflicts be- 
tween the public prosecutors and the 
medical experts of the courts. 

The medical experts returned find- 
ings of natural death in the different 
cases, but the chemical laboratory at- 
tached to the prosecutor's office af-

Noted Writer Passes at Age 
of 79 at Owasco

Auburn, N. Y¥., September 13.—(#) 
In an atmosphere the opposite to 
that which he created in his tales of 
Diamond Dick, and later of Nick Car- 
ter, George Charles Jenks, author and 
newspaperman, lay dead tonight in 
the quiet hamlet of Owasco to which 
he came 18 years ago after the hey- 
day of his career. 

We died Thursday night after an 
illness of two weeks. There was noth- 
ing about him to remind one of the 
hair-raising escapades of Dick nor 
of the cuff butten deductions of Nick 
Carter except copies of the volumes. 
He died aged 79, in serene surround- 
ings on the shores of Owasco Lake. 

Born in London April 13, 1850, 
Jenks came to the United States in 
1872 and began his newspaper work 
in Pittsburgh in 1882. Later, for 


six years, he was editorial writer for 
the Critic and started writing short 
stories. 

Shortly after that Jenks began his 
famous series on Diamond Dick, 


-| which continued for several years. At 


times he was forced to write as much 
as 10,000 words a day to keep pace 
with his publishers and even with that 
tremendous output his financial remu- 
neration was cdémparatively small. 
After the death of the originator 
of the Nick Carter series, Jenks con- 
tinued the work and many an anxious 
mother finally located her Tom, Dick 
or Harry buried in either of the 
works, while in classrooms many an 
aparently studious boy was being 
thrilled with the same under cover of 
outstanding works Jenks was a pro-

First, long strips of 
metal, cut to the width of a tag. are 
sheared off to the required height. 
These blank rectangles are then fed 
into a punching machine, which cuts 
ent the holes and slets for fastening 
the tag to the automobile. 

The third step st'mps the registra- 
tion number on the tag by means of 
dies, which are fed into the press suc- 
cessively from a nambered rack be- 
side the machine. The final opera- 
tion, except for the painting, places 
the bead around the edces of the tag 
and stamps the word “Geercia” and

Cave of

One of the features of the cultural 
life of Jerusaler: has been the series 
of lectures on archaeological and bib- 
lical subjects conducted by the French 
School of Archaeology. Among the 
outstanding letures of the season just 
closed were those of Father Dhorme, 
the head of the school, on the exca- 
vations in Ur of the Chaldees, and 
those of M. Neuville, the French vice 
consul in Jerusalem. The talk of M. 
Neuville concerned his own excava- 
tions in a pre-historic cave near the 
traditional site of the Cave of Adul- 
lam. In the Wadi Khreitun, M. Neu- 
ville found one of the most important 
pre-historic settlements yet discovered 
in Palestine. The lowest layer of hu- 
man deposit on the floor of this cave 
contained remains at least as old as 
the most ancient human deposits yet 
found in Europe and are believed to 
date back 30,000 years. That .there 
were cavemen in Palestine at such a 
remote date is a discovery that is en- 
tirely new, and may be an indication 
of the Asiatic origin of man. The 
lectures in Jerusalem are given in the 
Dominican monastery, founded by the 
famous Father LaGrange, who is still 
the head. Now considered one of 
the most significant centra of arch- 
aeological research in the world, the 
first work there was carried on in 


an abandoned slaughterhouse, back ni 
1882. The difficulty of not possess- 
ing a library was overcome by Dr. 
LaGrange and his associates by writ- 
ing their own books.

Hollywood, Cal., September 13.— 
After seeing $100,000 stars in $1,000,- 
000 productions, it chanced that 1 
saw a little roll of celluloid which 
cost exactly $200 to make. 

It was made by a chap who has 
been working as assistant ‘director in 
Hollywood studios several years. 
Charles Vidor, a Hungarian, does not 
receive screen credit for the simple 
and often routine work he contributes 
officially to the makings of super- 
epics, 

So he made a picture for himself, 
with such money as he could scrape to- 
gether and with the help of good 
friends who asked no salary. He 
calls it “The Bridge’—it is taken 
from Ambrose Bierce’s immortal story 
“The Affair at Owel Creek Bridge.” 
It was made with the tiniest type 
motion picture camera—the little por- 
tables tourists often carry. 


Two men figure in the picture. I 
forgot the names, but one is merely 
a flash. It is really the closing in- 
cident in a man’s existence. The ac- 
tors were not famous in the gelatine 
village. But the main character gave 
such a convincing portrayal of the 
varying emotions that pass through 
the human mind in its closing mo- 
ments as to fascinate the audience to 


the exclusion of everything else, The | 
single reel has no titles and is made | 
without sound. You miss neither. |

picture is when the man, horrible in 
his anguish, runs toward the camera 
for some ten minutes—the camera the 
while receding. It makes everyone 
in the audience writhe at their im-

Either consciously or not Vidor has 
done the trick used by some cf the 
greatest masters of the stage. This 
making the audience an active partici- 
pant+in the drama is the most telling 
gesture the stage has ever known. 

Max Reinhardt invariably has called 
upon it to put over his most tremen- 
dous affects. And this simple bit 
of gelatine strip, without color, sound, 
great stars, good cameras, studio lights 
or the other paraphernalia of great 
pictures, has tremendous power, 

It gives one a moment akin to the 
surging of the masses in Potemkin. 
The hurling of emotion out of the 
screen ahd into the audience is all 
too seldom seen. 


This is the way most of our great 
directors are made. An humble be- 
ginning, sniffed at by the great and 
arrived. This tremendous simplicity 
which lack of money brings to art. 

Dr. Paul Fejos made a little pic- 
ture and became a great director. Jo- 
sef Von Sternberg did the same thing. 
Serge Vorkapitch and Ramon Florey 
stepped into places of prominence in 
the colony overnight when the re- 
sults of their humble experiments with 
the camera became known. And now 
perhaps Charles Vidor, who, if he 
carries the same sincerity into larg- 
er work, cannot fail.

BRITISH CARDINAL 
FROWNS ON MEET 
OF SEX REFORMERS 


London, September 13.—(#)—Car- 
dinal Bourme, primate of the Roman 
Catholic church in England, speaking 
in Albert Hall at a celebration of the 
centenary of the Catholic emancipa- 
tion act, spoke strongly against so- 
called sexual reform ideas which are 
being discussed here at length this 
week by the Third 4Vorld Congress 
for Sexual Reform. 

The cardinal ealled such ideas “‘de- 
crading to holy matrimony.” He said 
that “analysis of all motives set forth 
by earnest, well-meaning and, I be- 
lieve, conscientious men of hard cases 
which they quote with a view to ex- 
tension of facilities for divorce all 
come to the same thing, a cry of 
instinct for self-gratification and the 
proclaiming of the impossibility of self 
control. 

“So, too, with the apostles of birth 
prevention in a still more dangerous 
degree. How can those who deliber- 
ately interfere with the natural pro- 
cesses of life preach purity to women 
whom they have taught to avoid the 
consequences which once reinforced the 
hesitating voice of a vacillating con- 
science, 

“No silly prating about the neces- 
sity of elucidating problems or that 
to the pure all things are pure or 
that claims of art must be satisfied, 
which we frequently hear, can change 
the moral law or alter the fundamen- 
tal facts of human nature.” 

Besides the cardinal, the archbishops 
of Liverpool, Birmingham and Cardiff 
with 20 bishops assembled for the 
national Catholic congress tonight.

Vituperation Is Heaped 


BOTH PARTIES’ FIERCEST SPEAKERS ATTACK MEASURE 


On Bill by Tariff Opponents 


Washington, September 13.—(4)— 
Vituperation was heaped upon the 


tariff bill in the senate today by two 
of its most fiery speakers, Harrison 
of Mississippi, and Brookhart of Iowa. 

The southern democrat and the re- 
publican independent from the mid- 
west agreed that the measure was de- 
signed for special privilege. The op- 
posite view was taken tonight, how- 
ever, by Senator Watson, the repub- 
lican leader, in a radio address which 
marked his first public statement since 
the house bill was revised by the sen- 
ate finance committee majority. 

Facing the silent republicans, Har- 
rison termed the measure a master- 
piece of discrimination with deception 
abounding, and shouted: “The forked 
tongue of hypocrisy hisses through ev- 
ery paragraph. 

Fails to Aid Farmer. 

The major Brookhart objection was 
that “the bill fails to give the farmer 
the home market pledged to him in 
the republican platform and in the 
recent campaign.” 

Speaking over a nation-wide hook- 
up of the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany. Watson called for passage of the 

ill to carry out the program of Presi- 
dent Hoover recommended to congress 
in a message to the special session. 

The Indiana veteran asserted it was 
“easy to rail against these duties, to 
say that they are ‘outrageous’ and 
‘infamous’ and that this is a tariff 
of ‘monstrosities,’ but the members 
of the finance committee spent months 
in the formation of this bill and 
to that end brought together the most 
skilled experts of the country, and 
that is the only intelligent way in 
which a tariff bill can be formu- 
lated.” 

A few hours before the republican 
leaders had heard Senator Harrison 
contend the bill should be entitled an 
act to “‘destroy revenue, stifle com- 
merce, discourage industries, flimflam 
American labor, and fleece the Ameri- 
can farmer.” 

Shaking his finger at the republican 
framers of the bill, he. attacked with 
vigor the allocating of sub-commit- 
tee chairmanships to deal with revision 
of particular schedules. 

“It was the worst conspiracy that

Latest advices today indicated that 
Argentine rains thus far had been con- 
fined to a small area of the drought- 
stricken region. Earlier, however, 
the wheat market was noticeably 
weakened by reports that downpours 
had been received both in North and 
South Argentina. A further influ- 
ence which at times counted in the 
direction of lower prices was know!l- 
edge that European demand today for 
wheat from North America was meag- 
er. On the other hand, an uplift- 
ing factor was that for the first time 
of late Argentine wheat exports show- 
ed a falling-off, the total for the last 
week being 3,631,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 5,030,000 bushels the week 
previous, with the Argentine visible 
supply also decidedly curtailed. 

Jiminishing of primary receipts of 
wheat in the United States was help- 
fu! to rallies in prices during the late 
dealings today. The total of primary 

rrivals was 1,565,000 bushels, against 

1.833.000 bushels a week ago and 
2.718.000 bushels on the correspond- 
ing day last year. 

Corn prices averaged lower, chiefly 
because of sympathy with wheat. Ex- 
pectations, however, were for frost to- 
night in North Dakota, Minnesota 
and northern South Dakota. Oats 
were responsive to the sag of other 
grains.
